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Funds in 
memory 
of Jamey 
top £1k 

MORE than £1,000 has 
been raised in memory of 
a 24-year-old man killed in 
a hit-and-run as he walked 
home from a night out. 

Relatives of Jamey Cole¬ 
man launched a campaign 
in aid of brain injury char¬ 
ity Headway and donations 
have been flooding in. Mr 
Coleman, of Springhill Road, 
Brownhills, was knocked 
down on the A5 Watling 
Street in Brownhills at 
about 3.20am on March 30 
on his way back from the 
nearby White Horse pub. 

A page has been set up on 
the JustGiving website in 
his honour. And £1,010 has 
now been raised in the last 
month. Mr Coleman’s sister 
Simone said: “We wanted to 
donate Jamey’s organs to 
help save another life, but 
were unable to do so as he 
had gone into organ failure, 
Jamey died at 9:30am after 
a six-hour battle.” 

Had Jamey survived his 
injuries, he would have 
needed the help from the 
Headway Charity. 

“Our family lives have 
been devastated by the loss 
of Jamey not realising that 
this could happen to us.” 

Around 300 attended his 
funeral at St John’s Church 
in Walsall Wood on April 15. 
Police have appealed for in¬ 
formation but so far no-one 
has been arrested over the 
crash._ 

Crews tackle

AN arson attack on a large 
skip packed with five tons 
of rubbish sparked a blaze 
that threatened to engulf 
a shop and a parked vehicle 
powered by liquified petro¬ 
leum gas.

WORKERS SAVED 
BY COUNCIL CUTS 


THE number of redundancies at Wal¬ 
sall Council has been halved since 
the cost-cutting plans were revealed, 
bosses have said. 

Walsall Council needs to save £21 million 
over the next year, and chiefs originally an¬ 
nounced that 332 posts would go. 

But that was then cut to 


277 following a consultation 
- with the authority saying 
savings could be made else¬ 
where. 

Now it has emerged the 
total number of job losses 
is 165 after vacant posts 
were not filled and the rest 
of the at-risk workers were 
redeployed to other jobs. So 
far there have been 29 com¬ 
pulsory redundancies and 
122 workers have taken vol¬ 
untary redundancy. There 
are 14 posts still left to be 
resolved. 

Positive 

Conservative finance chief 
Councillor Chris Towe said 
the reduction of 112 job 
losses had come from 37 
staff being re-deployed and 
75 vacant posts not being 
filled. He hailed the cut in 
redundancies as ‘positive’ 
but said the authority still 
faced tough challenges in 
the coming years. 

That would see the To¬ 
ries and Liberal Democrats 
coalition lose control of 
the council. But Council¬ 
lor Towe said the coalition

had ‘worked hard to reduce 
the impact’ of the cuts on 
workers. He added: “These 
things are always a move- 
able feast and the original 
figure has changed substan¬ 
tially since we first made the 
announcement last Septem¬ 
ber. We can’t just go to the 
bank and borrow some more 
money so we need to balance 
the budge. 

“But within that we have 
tried to make sure that we 
keep as many staff as we 
can.” 

As part of the sweeping 
cuts across the council, a 
subsidy to schools for school 
dinners will be axed and 
schools will also be asked 
to pay for lollipop men and 
women at less riskier sites 
or risk the service being 
withdrawn, saving £85,000. 

The cost of a blue disabled 
parking badge will increase 
from £2 to £10, while short¬ 
term placements for resi¬ 
dential care will be reduced 
to save £500,000.

Drink and 
pills alert 
by coroner 

A CORONER has issued 
a warning about the dan¬ 
gers of combining alcohol 
and paracetamol over a 
prolonged period after the 
death of a mother. 

Samantha Hackett was 
found dead in bed on No¬ 
vember 20, last year, by her 
partner after complaining of 
flu symptoms hours earlier. 

The 37-year-old carer, 
from Simpson Road, Wal¬ 
sall, had almost six times 
the recommended level of 
paracetamol in her system, 
a post mortem revealed. 

Miss Hackett used to take 
the pills as and when she 
felt she needed them rather 
than keep to the prescribed 
dosage, said her partner 
David Simmons at an in¬ 
quest into her death. The 
inquest at Walsall Manor 
Hospital heard that her 
body could not cope with 
the excessive amount of the 
drug because of damage to 
her liver caused by drinking. 

The inquest heard Miss 
Hackett had suffered from 
epilepsy since she was a 
child but had only been di¬ 
agnosed as an adult. West 
Midlands coroner Robin 
Balmain concluded that her 
death was accidental: “The 
lesson is that you should 
take paracetamol with cau¬ 
tion and not if you have got 
a history of drinking.” 


couldn’t save him. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court previously heard that 
police officers found his car 
had tinted windows fitted 
that were beyond the legal 
limit. As well as the air 
fresheners, a pair of glasses, 
a key ring and a soft toy 
were also found hanging 
from the rear view mirror. 
Campbell, however, denied 
they had affected his view. 

The smash happened at 
6am on December 20, 2012. 

The forklift truck driver 
denied causing death by 
careless driving at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court but 
he was found guilty after a 
three-day trial. 

Campbell, of Newhamp- 
ton Road West, Whitmore 
Reans, Wolverhampton, 
was handed a six-month 
sentence, suspended for two 
years. He was also banned 
from driving for two years, 
and made the subject of a 
12-month supervision order. 

Judge Nicholas Webb said 
there was nothing he could 
say or do which would bring 
Dr Musgrove back, but had 
decided to spare Campbell 
an immediate custodial sen¬ 
tence after receiving a num¬ 
ber of character witnesses, 
including those from his 
church. 

He said he accepted the 
lapse in concentration 
which caused Dr Musgrove’s 
death was only for a couple 
of seconds. 

Mr Philip Morris, defend¬ 
ing, said Campbell was a 
‘quiet, unassuming young 
man’ who would have to live 
with the consequences of his 
actions for long after any 
sentence had been served.

Labour’s 
manifesto for Walsall in¬ 
cluded a pledge to create 
apprenticeships for young 
people, buy from local firms 
and provide more affordable 
housing.

PLANS to build a new res¬ 
idential estate on a garage 
site have been rejected by 
council bosses amid con¬ 
cerns over loss of industrial 
land and anti-social behav¬ 
iour.

Gold Ellie to

PARALYMPIC gold med¬ 
allist Ellie Simmonds has 
written a children’s book, 
which will be released today 
(Thursday). 

The Walsall swimming 
star’s book Elbe’s Magical 
Bakery tells the story of a 
girl called Ellie, who, like 
the author, has achondro¬ 
plasia, the most common 
form of dwarfism. 

The character grows up 
with cruel relatives who run 
a bakery, her parents hav¬ 
ing disappeared. 

Her world changes for 
the better when she finds a 
magic recipe for a cake that 
solves all her problems. 

The 19-year-old said the 
book is based on her. 

“It’s magical. It’s about 
how she can overcome 
things,” she said. 

“It’s trying to show kids 
that if they set their mind 
to something, they can over¬ 
come anything.” 

Ellie, from Aldridge, was 
the youngest British ath¬ 
lete at the 2008 summer 
Paralympics in Beijing aged 
just 13. She won two gold 
medals and followed this up 
with two golds at the 2012 
London Paralympics. 


The hearing at Walsall 
Manor Hospital was told 
that she suffered from 
loneliness and had lost the 
motivation to keep herself 
and her bungalow in Bush 
Street, Darlaston, clean. She 
stopped cooking for herself 
and lived on chips from the 
local takeaway, it was heard. 

The 58-year-old had 
stayed at the Dorothy Patti- 
son Hospital in Walsall and 
told her family she wanted 
to go back there. The hear¬ 
ing was told she could 
barely read and had got into 
debt. However, a report by 
the mental health services 
claimed she was able to look 
after her own affairs. 

Neighbours raised the 
alert on July 15 last year 
when they had not seen her 
for some time. A post mor¬ 
tem was unable to identify 
the cause of death because 
her body was so badly de¬ 
composed. 

Recording a verdict of 
death by natural causes, 
West Midlands senior cor¬ 
oner Robin Balmain, said: 
“ I shall be contacting the 
North Community Recovery 
Service to draw their atten¬ 
tion to the matter and ask¬ 
ing why the support appears 
to have been withdrawn.” 

Dudley and Walsall Men¬ 
tal Health Partnership NHS 
Trusts chief Gary Graham 
said: “We were sad to learn 
of the death of Dorothy 
Wilkinson. We welcome the 
coroner’s correspondence to 
help us carry out a full in¬ 
vestigation.”

Rail scheme slows down market bid 


MOVES to create a permanent 
market in Walsall town centre have 
been held up by the multi-million 
pound electrification of a rail line, it 
has emerged. 

Council chiefs are drawing up re¬ 
vised designs for the near 800-year- 
old pitch following concerns from 
traders over the initial proposals. A 
consultation was held at the start of 
the ye ar and fears were raised about 


the robustness of the demountable 
stalls, whether a back-to-back lay¬ 
out will work and accessibility as 
part of the £ 1.75m revamp. 

But the need to rebuild a rail 
bridge which runs underneath Park 
Street in Walsall town centre will 
lead to delays in the project with 
some digging work necessary. 

This is part of the electrifica¬ 
tion of the Chase Line, which runs 


between Rugeley and Walsall. It 
means the revised designs for the 
market are now not due to go before 
the decision-making Walsall cabinet 
until the end of the 2014, meaning 
work could not begin until 2015. 

Council leader Mike Bird said: 
“They have got to dig down and 
there is work to be done underneath 
Park Street, it is going to delay 
things.” 


Network Rail insists the main 
shopping street will be open to busi¬ 
ness as usual and efforts will be 
made to minimise disruption. 

It is the latest phase of moves to 
electrify 15 miles of the Chase Line. 

Council chiefs recently agreed 
additional time to look at the mar¬ 
ket scheme following feedback from 
traders and the public following a 
consultation.

A FORMER firefighter who was left paralysed 
after a motorbike accident committed sui¬ 
cide after being told that doctors could not 
help him control the constant pain he was in. 

Derek Tonks, known as Andy, left notes for his 
parents, sister and a former girlfriend before tak¬ 
ing a fatal dose of prescribed anti-depressants. The 
43-year-old suffered a major spinal injury in 1998. 
He was crushed uncTer a J by Marion Brennan 


car in a 15mph crash. 

The accident in Noose 
Lane, Walsall, left him with 
the use of only his right arm. 

He had been driving to 
his second ever shift after 
spending 10 years trying 
to join the service. It was 
his dream to follow in the 
footsteps of his father, also 
called Derek, who was a fire¬ 
fighter in Dudley. 

Mr Tonks, who was just 
28 at the time, received 
treatment from doctors at 
Oswestry’s specialist spinal 
unit and was still under 
their care when he died. 

His mother Patricia told 
his inquest at Walsall Manor 
Hospital that he had been 
determined to make the best 
of his life in spite of his disa¬ 
bilities. He learned to drive 
again, went on holidays, and 
even enjoyed diving. 

On a recent visit to 
Oswestry, he told doctors 
he was having trouble swal¬ 
lowing and felt full even 
after only a small amount of 
food. He thought his spleen, 
which had been ruptured in 
the accident, had swollen 
and might have been ob¬ 


structing part of his diges¬ 
tive system. 

However, he was told 
there was nothing wrong 
and was ‘shouted at’ by a 
doctor, said Mrs Tonks, who 
had accompanied him. She 
said: “After that his mood 
changed from trying to fight 
to get better to giving up. It 
was downhill from there.” 

She also said he felt un¬ 
comfortable and could not 
sleep at nights, feeling his 
body to be twisted and de¬ 
formed, but doctors said this 
was not borne out by X-rays. 

She told the inquest she 
begged her son not to give 
up and even offered to ac¬ 
company him to the Digni- 
tas Clinic in Switzerland, for 
assisted suicide. 

She said her son, who 
lived independently in a 
specially adapted flat in 
Bloxwich Road North, had 
apparently told a friend he 
intended to commit suicide. 

Coroner Robin Balmain 
concluded that Mr Tonks 
killed himself from an over¬ 
dose of amitriptyline poison¬ 
ing.

Detectives are appealing 
for the taxi driver and an¬ 
yone who was in the area 
at the time to step forward 
with any information on the 
assault, which happened at 
around 3.45am on Sunday. 

Det Sgt Nicola Austin, 
from Walsall’s public protec¬ 
tion unit, said: “I would also 
appeal to anyone travelling 
out and about at this time 
in the morning and in the 
vicinity of Cavendish Road 
and Bentley Lane.”

No traffic 
lights on 
way for 
blackspot 

TRAFFIC lights will not be 
installed on a zebra crossing 
near a busy road where an 
11-year-old died after being 
hit by a lorry, campaigners 
have been told. 

And plans for a new cross¬ 
ing further down the street 
where Jack Garrington was 
knocked down have been 
thrown into doubt after they 
were ranked 14th on a prior¬ 
ity list for the coming year. 

A petition was launched 
by residents after the Shire 
Oak Academy pupil was hit 
by a lorry in Chester Road, 
Brownhills. 

They want a zebra cross¬ 
ing in the adjoining Lindon 
Road to be replaced with 
traffic lights. But council 
bosses say a survey has re¬ 
vealed the current crossing 
is ‘appropriate’. 

Campaigners have also 
called for pedestrian cross¬ 
ings introduced in Chester 
Road near Friezland Lane. 
An email from Steve Pretty, 
head of engineering and 
transportation, was shared 
by Councillor Mike Flower 
on a Facebook page calling 
for change along the road. 

It said Chester Road 
‘would benefit from the in¬ 
stallation of a zebra crossing 
or pedestrian refuge’ but ‘in 
comparison with other re¬ 
quests only ranks 14th on 
the priority list’.

Physio struck off over attack on doctor

A PHYSIOTHERAPIST has been struck 
off the medical register after a hearing was 
told that he punched a doctor and kneed 
him in the groin. 

Simon Jacklin was a patient at The 
Limes Medical Centre in Walsall when he 
attacked the unnamed doctor according to 
documents. The health and care professions 
council ruled that Mr Jacklin, who who had 
worked as a physio across the Walsall bor¬ 
ough, should be struck off. 

A report on the hearing states: “The reg¬ 
istrant is a patient at the surgery where 
Doctor A works. On March 29, 2012 he 


attended the surgery shortly after 9am in 
an agitated state. Doctor A is a GP in the 
surgery who encountered the registrant in 
a corridor having an altercation with a GP. 

“The registrant demanded that Doctor 
A go into an examination room where the 
other doctor was already seated. 

“The registrant then accused Doctor A 
of discussing matters relating to the reg¬ 
istrant’s personal life with a third party. 
Doctor A denied this but the registrant de¬ 
manded to know the source of this informa¬ 
tion. The registrant advanced on Doctor A. 
The alarm was raised and the police were 


called. Before the police arrived, the regis¬ 
trant assaulted Doctor A by kneeing him in 
the groin and punching him in the side of 
the head causing Doctor A to fall over.” 

The report on the hearing said that the 
doctor said he did not want Mr Jacklin to 
be prosecuted so he signed an ‘informal 
resolution drawn up by police, in which Mr 
Jacklin accepted that he had assaulted the 
doctor, apologised and accepted being ex¬ 
cluded from the surgery and the practice 
register. The report also states that on April 
7 last year he assaulted his wife, grabbing 
her throat with both hands and said that 


he had admitted it at Walsall Magistrates 
resulting in a 12-month community order. 

Both offences were found to be proved 
by the panel. They said the GP attack 
‘amounted to misconduct’ as ‘assaulting an¬ 
other health professional during the course 
of that health professional’s work must 
amount to a serious breach of the standards 
of conduct expected of the registrant’. 

And of the attack on his wife the decision 
said: “The panel accepts that a criminal 
conviction is a statutory ground in itself 
and therefore the panel found this as well.” 
Mr Jacklin did not attend the hearing. 


Trader tells how he tried 
to fight off robbery pair 


A SHOPKEEPER has told how he tried to 
fight off two robbers as they hurled bottles at 
him and punched him in the face. 

The attackers stormed into the WS10 Wines & 
Beers store in Darlaston on Monday morning and 
made off with £500 after smashing open the till. 
The pair threw bottles at Rajiv Sharma - known by 
friends and family as Sunny - before he fought back. 


Two hurt 
after cars 
in collision 

A MAN and a woman were 
injured in a two-car crash. 

The woman had to be cut 
free by firefighters while the 
man was helped to safety 
after the collision in Blak- 
enall Lane, Bloxwich, at 
around 8pm on Sunday. 

The woman, who was the 
driver of a black convertible 
Vauxhall, and the man, who 
was driving a silver Kia, 
both suffered back and neck 
problems and were taken 
to Walsall Manor Hospital. 
There were no passengers 
in either car and nobody else 
was involved. 

The road was closed while 
the drivers were freed and 
given initial treatment. 
Watch Commander Tim 
Middleton of Bloxwich Fire 
Station said: “We were 
called to the scene of a two- 
car road traffic collision. We 
had three fire engines in 
attendance with both driv¬ 
ers complaining of back and 
neck injuries. 

“We cut free the woman 
driver out of her black con¬ 
vertible and we managed to 
help the man out of his car. 

“Both were seen by para¬ 
medics and taken to Walsall 
Manor Hospital for further 
treatment.” 


Mr Sharma has been left 
with bruises and cuts to his 
eyes and nose, and needs an 
X-ray before the extent of 
the damage is known. 

The 28-year-old, who 
runs the shop with his fa¬ 
ther Surinder Kumar, said: 
“They threw the bottles 
at me but they completely 
missed. 

“I was trying to defend 
myself which I did but it 
was two big blokes and it 
was them against me so it 
was difficult. They punched 
me in the face.” 

Mr Kumar said they re¬ 
fused to be intimidated by 
the attack. They have run 
the shop for eight years and 
have received messages of 
support from customers 
since the robbery. 

Mr Kumar added: “Sunny 
was on his own and work¬ 
ing alone in the shop when 
two guys came in. One went 
round the back aisle and an¬ 
other one went to the drinks 
area near the till. 

“They waited until a lady 
customer left and then they 
shut the door behind her. 

“Sunny was at the till, 
and the man that was at the 
back of the shop picked up a 
big bottle of coke and threw 
it at him while the other one 
went round the other side of 
the counter. He then picked 
up a bottle of spirits and 
threw it at him as well.” 

Police are investigating 
the robbery.They are asking 
any witnesses to call them 
on 101 or Crimestoppers on 
0800 555111.

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THE task of trying to hold on to 
Cannock Chase next year just 
became a little more difficult for 
the Conservatives.

SCREAMING fans singing your 
songs back to you, devoted 
Twitter messages flooding in 
from across the country and 
jet-setting tours in Europe and 
America in the pipeline - wel¬ 
come to life for a Black Coun¬ 
try band set to become the 
next big chart sensation. 

It takes most groups years to score 
a support slot on a much-anticipated 
tour with one of the biggest pop su¬ 
perstars playing to sell-out arenas.

Fears growing 
as woman, 44, 
goes missing 


Manor's monthly deficit is 
£700k above expectations 


WALSALL Manor Hospital re¬ 
corded a deficit of £700,000 more 
than expected in just one month 
as it continues to battle rising 
patient numbers and cost-cut¬ 
ting demands. 

Bosses at the hospital had a deficit 
of £900,000 in April, the first financial 
month of the year, rather than the an¬ 
ticipated £200,000. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust needs to 
save £10.7 million in 2014/15 as part of its 
cost-improvement plan. 

It has also been hit with an ever increas¬ 
ing amount of patients, which has seen 
scores of extra people from Staffordshire. 

A report from chief executive Richard 
Kirby to board members said: “The trust 
has had a difficult start to the year on finan¬ 
cial performance. 

“We have reported a deficit of £900,000 
which is £700,000 worse than expected.

“This is partly due to continued use of 
extra capacity to respond to high levels of 
emergencies and partly due to the fact we 
have not fully identified the full cost im¬ 
provement plan for 2014/15 with only £8 
million of our £10.7m target identified.” 

The trust been trying to drive down the 
cost of temporary workers, in a bid to re¬ 
duce the amount it is spending. 

Temporary 

Latest figures showed expenditure on 
agency, locum and bank workers has 
dropped to below £1.5m a month, after 
going as high as £2m last autumn. 

The cost of temporary staff was £1.3m in 
March, rising slightly to £1.4m in April. 

The most recent expenditure was 
£473,000 on agency workers, £592,000 to¬ 
wards bank staff and another £420,000 on 
locums. Mr Kirby added: “Although we re¬ 


main under significant financial pressure, 
it is encouraging that in April we saw a sec¬ 
ond month of much lower agency use, only 
1.6 per cent of the total pay bill.” 

Thousands of extra emergency patients 
have been treated at Walsall Manor over 
the last year, with extra numbers coming 
from Staffordshire where Stafford Hospital 
has had reduced opening hours in the acci¬ 
dent and emergency department. 

Figures for a six-month period last year 
showed there were 16,062 emergency 
admissions, against a planned target of 
14,723. 

It emerged in the last week that up to 70 
new nurses could be recruited at the Manor 
by as early as September. 

Plans are being put in place to bring in 
the registered staff in a bid to improve care 
at the hospital. 

This is ahead of the traditionally busy 
winter period and health chiefs are aiming 
to get the nurses recruited within the next 
three months.

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Thousands say a last 
goodbye to Stephen 


THOUSANDS of people from 
across the Black Country and 
beyond packed into Lichfield 
Cathedral to say a final fare¬ 
well to inspirational teenager 
Stephen Sutton. 

Well-wishers began queueing 
first thing on Friday in the shad¬ 
ows of Lichfield Cathedral’s three 
spires before the two-day vigil 
came to a close ahead of a private 
family funeral. 

Hundreds lined the streets of Burnt- 
wood and Lichfield as Stephen’s coffin 
travelled in a horse-drawn carriage 
from his home town to the cathedral 
city on Thursday evening. 

The 19-year-old died from terminal 
cancer after a courageous fight which 
saw his zest for life in the face of adver¬ 
sity inspire a nation. Stephen’s coffin 
lay in the centre of the nave with peo¬ 
ple able to pay their respects by giving 
a ‘thumbs up’, light a candle, write in 
a book of condolence, and make a do¬ 
nation to the Teenage Cancer Trust. 

Important 

The vigil started with Tocatta from 
Symphony 5 as well as the Liverpool 
FC anthem You’ll Never Walk Alone. 

The Very Reverend Adrian Dorber, 
the Dean of Lichfield, said: “Stephen 
has shown us the sheer joy of existence 
in everything he touched.” 

The Teenage Cancer Trust’s chief 
executive Siobhan Dunn said: “I think 
it’s really important there’s a pub¬ 
lic celebration of Stephen’s life and 
I think that’s exactly what he would 
have wanted.’’Drawn by four white 
horses resplendent in yellow head 
dresses, Stephen’s coffin slowly passed 
through his home town. 

Everywhere the cortege went peo¬ 
ple stopped, waving, clapping and 
giving the thumb’s up. In The Close, 
where the city’s cathedral is situated, 
a crowd of hundreds packed onto the

green. Ablaze with bright colours a 
sombre hush was broken by the sound 
of horses’ hooves. A grand crescendo of 
applause followed, reverberating of the 
stunning cathedral fagade. 

Julia Hayburn, assistant head¬ 
teacher at Stephen’s former school, 
Chase Terrace Technology College, 
said: “Words like awesome, awe-in¬ 
spiring and inspirational became syn¬ 
onymous with Stephen - but they only 
touched the surface of what he has be¬ 
come on a national and international 
scale.” Among them were Stephen’s

mother Jane Sutton and his brother 
Chris who shared a smile, through 
the tears, as they raised their digits to 
the white coffin. In the crowd at the 
vigil was Lianne Woolley, 18, who had 
waited outside the cathedral with her 
mum Susan. 

The Chase Terrace sixth former 
said: “I have come back from univer¬ 
sity and have seen yellow everywhere. 
I went to primary school with Stephen 
and because I knew him I wanted to be 
here. Seeing so many people here has 
been astonishing.”

Church to 
face being 
demolished

An initial proposal was 
approved but a downscaled 
scheme has been resubmit¬ 
ted as the original is not 
longer feasible. Holy Ascen¬ 
sion Church has been meet¬ 
ing at its current building 
since November 1968. 

There has been little 
change since prompting 
the plans for the new-look 
church. It will have a com¬ 
bined worship, activity and 
meeting area with kitchen, 
toilets and store space in¬ 
cluded along with cafe and 
welcome area. 

The application put for¬ 
ward by agent Heather 
Sutton, on behalf of Rvd 
Roger Williams, said: “The 


current revised scheme is 
for a smaller building. The 
main reason for the change 
is due to the difficulty in 
obtaining sufficient funding 
for the project as originally 
envisaged. There is no his¬ 
torical significance to the 
current church building. 
However, the last 46 years 
have shown that there is a 
need for a place of worship 
serving the neighbourhoods 
of Little Bloxwich, Lower 
Farm, Stafford Road and 
Turnberry estate. 

“Although the church is 
not as well known within 
the local community as 
would be liked - hence the 
desire for new, improved, 
clearly visible facilities, it 
has a history of involvement 
with the community.”

Mrs Bayliss, of Station Road, 
Aldridge, still attends the centre on a 
regular basis to make use of the cross¬ 
trainer, rowing machine and to lift 
weights in order to maintain her own 
fitness. 

She raised the money for the char¬ 
ity by holding regular tabletop sales, 
raffles and tombolas, selling children’s 
clothing some of which she knitted 
herself, and other items. 

She said: “Fve been fundraising for 
different charities for about 40-odd 
years now. 

“I just like raising money for char¬ 
ities. 


“I get bored if I have got nothing 
to do so I enjoy going out and raising 
money for different things.” 

She added: “The first thing I will be 
doing in Derbyshire is looking for a 
charity to help.” 

Sarah Jackson, community fund¬ 


raiser at Heart Care Walsall, said Bay¬ 
liss would be sorely missed. 

She said: “We don’t know what we 
are going to do without her. She has 
been invaluable. 

“She has worked very hard and we 
are very grateful.”

The current Walsall 
Walk-in Health Centre in 
Market Square is only due 
to remain in its current 
place until April 2015. 

The three options are to 
move the walk-in service to 
another site in the town cen¬ 
tre, out of town to the north 
of Walsall, or merge it with 


the existing Emergency and 
Urgent Care Walk-in Centre 
at the Manor. 

Dr Anand Rischie, a GP in 
Walsall and the CCG’s ur¬ 
gent care clinical lead, said: 
“We have listened to people 
who have told us they don’t 
know which urgent care ser¬ 
vice they should use when 
they need help quickly. 

“We believe that by bring¬ 
ing services together in the 
next three to five years, 
people will find it easier to 
know where to go at any 
time of the day or night. We 
will be able to improve the 
quality of care by making 
the best use of resources.” 

The feedback will be in¬ 
cluded in the CCG’s five- 
year urgent care strategy, to 
be published in the autumn.

Equipment boost gets 
to the heart of fitness

THE recovery of heart and 
lung patients is being boost¬ 
ed after the donation of new 
exercise equipment funded 
by the Paycare Charity Trust. 

The trust is backed by Paycare, 
the Wolverhampton-based health¬ 
care benefit plan company, and it 
has provided an arm ergometer 
to the Walsall Cardiac Rehabilita¬ 
tion Trust. 

The arm ergometer allows patients 
with mobility problems to receive a 
good upper body cardiovascular ex¬ 


ercise session and is also valuable to 
more able bodied patients. It works 
like a bicycle for the arms - the ergom- 
eter’s handles act like pedals and the 
patient’s arms move around in circles 
as if pedalling a bike. 

The equipment was handed over to 
to the rehabilitation trust at Streetly 
Community Centre by the Paycare 
Trustees’ new chairman, Hellen Lisle, 
in her first official engagement. 

Mrs Lisle said: “It was a great 
pleasure for me, on behalf of Paycare 
Charity Trust to pass on the ergome¬ 
ter which is like a bicycle for the arms. 
I’m sure it will be valuable in helping 


heart rehabilitation patients.” She 
became chairman of Paycare Charity 
Trust in March when the previous 
chairman stood down. Mrs Lisle has 
been a trustee since 2006 and is cur¬ 
rently a board member of Paycare. 

Heart Care (Walsall Cardiac Reha¬ 
bilitation Trust) is a local charity that 
has helped Walsall and Sutton Cold¬ 
field people for more than 30 years 
providing a rehabilitation programme 
for people with heart and lung disease.

Mii Mango 
is big in the 
style stakes

The order books have opened for Mii by Man¬ 
go, Seat’s most highly specified compact car 
yet. 

Built on the belief that thinking small shouldn’t 
mean sacrificing on style, the special edition’s arrival 
is the result of a collaboration between Seat and influ¬ 
ential Spanish fashion company Mango. 

Available in both three and five-door bodystyles, priced at 
£10,995 and £11,345 respectively, this newcomer is a flag¬ 
ship addition to the Barcelona-based brand’s successful Mii 
family. 

Sharing the model’s already appreciated attributes of 
quality and impressive packaging, coupled with running 
costs which are among the lowest in the segment, Mii by 
Mango builds on this with additional beauty in the detail. 

Boasting a lengthy list of additional standard features, 
over the Sport on which it is based, fashion meets function¬ 
ality in a car that’s all about youthful yet tasteful design. 

The first visual cue to this catwalk-inspired edition is 
the Mii by Mango badging and choice of colour schemes. 
Uniquely, there’s the option of either custom-palette Nude 
with dark grey alloys or a Deep Black metallic hue and sil¬ 
ver wheels. Privacy glass plus contrasting side trim detailing 
and door mirrors complete the look. 

Unique 

Emphasising its status as a halo model, Mii by Mango 
also benefits from an interior makeover. The unique leather 
and perforated Alcantara upholstery add an aura of real lux¬ 
ury with the contrast piping and stitching, as well as brand¬ 
ed door sills, floor mats and key fobs, creating a bespoke 
feel to the cabin environment. 

Mii by Mango wants for nothing in the way of equipment 
either, with remote central locking, electric windows, air con¬ 
ditioning, Isofix anchoring points and a suite of airbags for 
the safety conscious. The Seat Portable System Live adds 
to the driving experience, with satellite navigation, Bluetooth 
hands-free connectivity and audio streaming. 

Additionally, a Mii by Mango Style Pack is available as an 
option. This includes a panoramic glass sunroof and front 
fog lights for £690. 

The Mango edition’s launch also coincides with ESC, tyre 
pressure monitoring and Hill Hold Control becoming stand¬ 
ard on all Mii trim levels. 

Despite making a fashion statement, Mii by Mango won’t 
disappoint on the move. Powered exclusively by the higher 
output 75PS version of the VW Group’s three-cylinder 1.0-li- 
tre engine with five-speed manual gearbox means there’s 
adequate performance matched with impressive eco cre¬ 
dentials. The vital statistics are: 0-62mph in 13.2 seconds; 
108g/km C02; 60.1 mpg combined.

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Mokka has 
combination 
to suit life 
enthusiasts

Vauxhall Mokka buyers are people likely to 
be enthusiasts for life rather than for cars. So 
they may not care that this car isn’t quite as 
sharp and wieldy as a rival Nissan Juke, nor 
does it have the ‘big SUV’ polish of a compa¬ 
rable Skoda Yeti. Instead, there’s a potential¬ 
ly pleasing compromise between the two. 

Under the bonnet, there are three main engine options, 
the most affordable being the least desirable of the trio, 
the 2WD-only 115PS petrol 1.6-litre variant which, with only 
155Nm of torque, needs to be rowed along a little with the 
gear lever - a stick that only offers you five speeds. 

A better bet for petrol people is the Mokka we tried, the 
140PS 1.4-litre turbo. Sixty is just 9.4s away enroute to 
118mph, so it’s usefully more rapid, and there’s a healthier 
200Nm of torque. Despite all this and the standard inclu¬ 
sion of 4WD, the provision of a 6-speed gearbox and more 
modern mechanicals mean that this pokier 1.4 is actually 
cheaper to run than the feebler 1.6. 

The most practical engine choice though is the one most 
buyers will probably select, the 130PS 1.7-litre CDTi diesel 
capable of a top speed of around 116mph and rest to sixty 
in around 10s. You get all the main mechanical choices with 
this unit - so you can specify your car with 6-speed manual 
or automatic transmission and with or without 4WD. Perhaps 
more importantly, you get a lot more pulling power - 300Nm 
in all. Every Mokka is theoretically capable of towing a 
braked trailer of up to 1200kg in weight, but this diesel vari¬ 
ant is the only one that’ll really take such a task in its stride. 

Under the skin are the underpinnings of a supermini - 
more specifically, the Chevrolet Aveo, mechanicals Chevro¬ 
let has also used in its Trax small lifestyle Crossover that’s 
one of this Vauxhall’s sharpest rivals. In the back, the rear 
seats benefit from wide opening doors that simplify the 
fitment of a child seat, though that sharply rising waistline 
might restrict the view out for smaller occupants. 

Interior 

As for luggage room, well, there’s no high boot lip to 
negotiate and beyond it lies 356-litres of carriage space - 
about the same as you’d get in a MINI Countryman but 30 
per cent more than you’d get in a Nissan Juke. 

And at the wheel? Well the interior isn’t overly adventur¬ 
ous, but this car’s more conservative vibe might just mean 
it mops up sales from people left a bit cold by the sheer 
extravagance of some rivals. 

So, this Mokka’s a small, trendily-styled five-door little 
SUV/Crossover? Well yes. So it’ll be priced directly against 
the other car we tend of think of in this market sector, Nis¬ 
san’s Juke, won’t it? Well, no. Vauxhall points out - correctly 
- that their car is a larger thing - hence the price span for the 
range that lies in the £16,000 to £24,000 bracket. 

Perhaps the most telling comparisons though, come 
when, as many will, you begin to stack this Mokka up 
against something more conventional. Why, for example, 
would you buy a conventional 1.6-litre petrol-powered Vaux¬ 
hall Astra family hatchback when a Mokka with exactly the 
same engine would save you around £1,500 and offer you 
more luggage space? A diesel Astra with the same 130PS 
1.7-litre CDTi engine you’ll find in this Mokka would also be 
around £1,500 more. 

Equipped 

If, having considered all of this, you decide that it is in¬ 
deed a Mokka that you actually want, then you’ll be pleased 
to find that whichever of the five-door models you choose 
it’ll come well equipped. 

As far as cost of ownership is concerned, it would be fair 
to call this Mokka ‘class competitive’. As you’d expect these 
days, a start/stop system is fitted across the range (though 
only on manual gearbox models) to cut the engine when 
you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or waiting at the lights. As a 
result, even the oldest engine in the line-up, the 115PS 1.6-li- 
tre petrol unit returns 43.5mpg on the combined cycle and 
153g/km of C02. As for the MOPS 1.4-litre petrol turbo 4x4 
Mokka we tried, well despite the extra power and weight, the 
figures are nearly as good - 44.1 mpg and 149g/km of C02. 
Much pricier all-wheel drive petrol Juke and Countryman 
models use much bigger, thirstier, dirtier engines that don’t 
ultimately take you much faster. 

Stacking up even better is the Mokka in 1.7-litre CDTi 
130PS diesel form. Thanks to ‘Clean Tech’ technology that 
optimises combustion control, NOx nitrogen oxide emis¬ 
sions are reduced and overall efficiency is dramatically 
improved. To the point where the figures for this variant - 
62.8mpg on the combined cycle and 120g/km of C02 - get 
close to those of a MINI Countryman Cooper D that, with 
around 20PS less, takes around a second longer to get you 
from rest to sixty. 

Not too long ago, it was hard to think of a more conven¬ 
tional brand than Vauxhall. But that was then. Here’s how 
the company is thinking now: looks a lot more appealing 
doesn’t it?

A new era for the Outlander

The Mitsubishi Outlander PHEV 
is a plug-in hybrid which can’t 
fail to impress. It’ll get over 32 
miles on a full electric charge, 
which means many commutes 
will cost pennies in energy 
charges. 

The 44g/km emissions figure also 
means free London congestion 
charge and a minuscule benefit in 
kind tax bill. 

Granted, this might sound a little harsh, 
but Mitsubishi doesn’t tend to be the com¬ 
pany you look to as a leader in exploiting 
profitable market niches. 

Yes, its Lancer Evo series of rally repli¬ 
cas was a case in point, but other than that, 
what have we had? 

There was the electric Mitsubishi MiEV 
which was hugely expensive and flopped 
as a result, and after that you might be 
struggling. Instead, we’ve come to regard 
the Japanese company as a purveyor of 
solid, well-priced and reliable cars which 
are rarely exceptional in any key regard. 

The Mitsubishi Outlander always used to 
conform to that stereotype. If your neigh¬ 
bour bought one, you wouldn’t invite your 
friends round to point and laugh, but you’d 
probably think it was a bit of an odd buy, 
given the choices available. 

The latest generation Outlander has 
changed all that, standing on its own two 
feet in a tough section of the market. Mit¬ 
subishi has caught all of its illustrious rivals 
on the back foot too with the Outlander 
PHEV plug-in hybrid variant. 


The Outlander diesel is good but the 
PHEV uses very different mechanicals. 
This one features a 2.0-litre petrol engine 
and a pair of electric motors on each axle, 
giving all wheel drive and a combined 
power output in the region of 220bhp. 

So as you might imagine, it’s pret¬ 
ty sprightly when you bury the throttle, 
although Mitsubishi’s quoted sprint to 
62mph of 11 seconds sounds strangely 
slow. 

Driven in full electric mode, you’ll feel 
the huge torque of the motors and be able 
to cruise at motorway speeds on electric 
power alone, although not for too far. Re¬ 
finement is very good, even without the 
sound of an engine to drown out wind and 
tyre noise. 

Sophisticated 

There’s a very handy feature included 
where you can request the battery holds 
a particular level of charge and you can 
also use the petrol engine as a genera¬ 
tor, to drive battery power back up to 70 
per cent of its capacity. There’s also a so¬ 
phisticated five-level regenerative braking 
system that the driver can select using the 
wheel-mounted paddles or what you’d oth¬ 
erwise take to be the gear lever. 

The cabin is very nicely executed. The 
Outlander offers plenty of soft-touch finish¬ 
es and a clean, architectural fascia design. 
There’s a small increase in the vehicle’s 
weight due to the floor-mounted battery 
pack, a paltry reduction of 14 litres in boot 
space and rear legroom is a touch more 
pinched due to the raised floor height. The 
577-litre boot is still more than adequate 
for most requirements and the luggage 
bay is well shaped.

Prices look very competitive, starting at 
just over £28,000 after subtraction of the 
government grant - so the same money as 
a conventional Outlander GX3 diesel auto. 
That’s for the entry-level GX3h version: 
there are also two other PHEV models, the 
GX4h costing around £33,000 and the top 
GX4hs costing around £35,000. 

The ‘official’ fuel consumption figure of 
148mpg merely serves to remind us that 
we have an urgent need for a new Euro¬ 
pean fuel consumption test which more 
closely mirrors everyday driving condi¬ 


tions. Likewise, the 44g/km emissions fig¬ 
ure the Outlander PHEV records won’t be 
something you’ll be managing day in, day 
out. 

As an exercise in taking advantage of a 
flawed testing procedure, it’s remarkable. 

This plug-in hybrid can drive for over 
32 miles on a full electric charge and can 
be fast charged to 80 per cent in 30 min¬ 
utes. This means that for some drivers, 
they’ll be able to pop the car on charge in 
the evening, do the commute and bring it 
home without using any petrol at all.

Historic football club 
in fight for survival 


OVERGROWN grass, litter strewn across 
the stands and a leaking roof in the dressing 
rooms - this is the dire situation facing Pel- 
sall Villa FC as it fights for survival. 

Volunteers who have steered the club through the 
latest era of its 116-year history have spoken of their 
sadness at its current plight and called on the com¬ 


munity to help save it. 

It is on the brink of clos¬ 
ing unless people come for¬ 
ward to help with day-to-day 
running and costs. 

Bosses say a public meet¬ 
ing has been organised for 
June 12 to draw up an ac¬ 
tion plan. 

And they have urged an¬ 
yone who can help to get in 
touch no matter how small 
their contribution might be. 

Bosses are looking for peo¬ 
ple to help sweep the stands 
and car park, staff the can¬ 
teen and cut the grass. 

But they also need spon¬ 
sors to pump money into the 
club to cover running costs 
and repairs. 

The stand was recently 
revamped using grants but 
the club has fallen into 
disarray as former players 
Mark Bentley and Shaun 
Mason struggle to take on 
all the roles themselves. 

There has also been a dis¬ 
pute over use of the dress¬ 
ing rooms, which are leased 
from Pelsall Cricket Club, 
but Mr Bentley said they 
hope the clubs will work to¬ 
gether to find a solution. 

Mr Bentley warned some 
‘tough decisions’ will have 
to be made at the upcoming 
meeting at the Bush Ground 
in Walsall Road. 

“We need to look at 
whether we can go forward 
in the current state,” he 
said. “We want as many peo¬ 
ple as possible to come and 
get behind us.” 

Mr Mason and Mr Bentley 
took on roles of team man-

ager and assistant respec¬ 
tively 14 years ago, before 
Mr Mason became chairman 
the following year when Vic 
Dolphin retired after 27 
years. 

Mr Dolphin, now 91, said 
it was a ‘great shame’ that 
the club was facing closure 
and added: “It was a good 
team when I was there. 
They just aren’t getting the 
support now and they are 
really struggling.” 

Committee members that 
led the club during more 
successful years have grad¬ 
ually retired, leaving a just 
a handful of volunteers be¬ 
hind. 

Mr Bentley’s 24-year-old 
son Andrew, who runs the 
first team, said: “The club 
has been around a long time 
but it has just stood still. 

“There is so much to do. 
I’ve been running the team 
as a player-manager but 
there just aren’t enough 
people.” 

Mr Mason said: “Unless 
we get more support I can 
sadly confirm we are in 
grave danger of folding. It’s 
a tragedy considering the 
club has been established 
since 1898.” 

Records show that foot¬ 
ball was played in Pelsall as 
long ago as 1898. 

The two world wars 
meant football took a back 
seat for a few years, but the 
club reformed in 1961.

Pubs ready for the World Cup bonanza 

no plans to arrange for a big screen to be 


IT’S not long now until the whole country 
unites to share the agony, ecstasy and, his¬ 
torically, disappointment when England 
play in a major tournament. 

And while fans get ready to paint them¬ 
selves red and white and declare their love 
for St George and the Three Lions pubs in 
the Midlands are hoping the World Cup will 
provide a much-welcome boost. 

They could be seeing even more pour 
through the doors than would normally be 
expected after it emerged there won’t be 
any large scale public screening of games in 
the Black Country, Staffordshire and Bir¬ 
mingham. 

That’s because councils in the region 
have snubbed the chance to show England’s 
World Cup games in Brazil on big screens in 
parks and town centres. 


Instead bars in the Midlands are rubbing 
their hands as the prospect of bumper tak¬ 
ings with the first game against Italy taking 
place 11pm on June 14. 

None of the four Black Country councils, 
Wolverhampton, Walsall, Sandwell and 
Dudley will host outdoor events showing 
the games. 

In addition Cannock, South Staffordshire 
and Stafford councils won’t be providing a 
site for England fans to enjoy the sun and 
the football. 

And Birmingham City Council, which 
has held public events at Millennium Point 
and Victoria Square in the city centre in the 
past, has no plans to shows Roy’s boys in 
Brazil. 

Wolverhampton City Council spokesman 
Gurdip Thandi said:’’There are currently 


installed at a city venue to televise World 
Cup games during the summer. 

“The council endorsed the Government’s 
proposals to relax licensing hours during 
England matches which will support the 
city’s pubs.” 

Government ministers gave the go-ahead 
for local authorities to allow pubs and bars 
to stay open for longer during the World 
Cup. 

The rulings allowed pubs could to stay 
open for up to four hours after each Eng¬ 
land match kicks off, although no alcohol 
can be served after lam. 

Previously licensed premises had to apply 
for Temporary Event Notices. 

One Black Country sports bar boss says 
plans for authorities not to stage large 


gathering for games will be to the benefit of 
licenseesAcross the street WS1 Night Club 
on Bridge Street in Walsall have been pub¬ 
licising an outside big screen to show Eng¬ 
land games during the World Cup. 

Helen Kindon, team leader for Walsall 
Town & District centres management at 
Walsall Council said: “While we are of 
course hoping that England do well at this 
year’s World Cup in Brazil the council will 
not be showing any of the matches on big 
screens around the borough.” 

In Wolverhampton, Hogshead in the city 
centre has decorated its bar with flags of 
the countries in the tournament and will be 
screening England games. 

The Royal London, on Wulfruna Street, 
is getting in on the action as is Walkabout, 
on Queen Street.

Sports. 

And fellow welterweight 
Breeze wants some of that 
success, as both prepare for 
action at Aston Villa Foot¬ 
ball Club’s Holte Suite this 
weekend. 

The youngster has been 
paired with Matthew Ash- 
mole, while Eggington will 
be put through his paces in 
a six-rounder against Lewis 
van Poetsch.

DEAN Smith has tipped highly-rated mid¬ 
fielder Reece Flanagan to make his Walsall 
breakthrough next season. 

The Saddlers boss says the 19-year-old 
playmaker’s exciting potential is one of 
the main reasons he opted to release Nicky 
Featherstone. Flanagan is yet to make his 
first-team debut but featured on the bench 
in the final game of the season against Col¬ 
chester. 

And he also earned rave reviews during a 
loan spell at non-league Leamington, where 
he scored a “wonder goal” against Oxford 
City which has since racked up hundreds of

views on YouTube. Veteran Adam Cham¬ 
bers and player of the season Sam Mantom 
are likely to begin the season as Smith’s 
preferred pairing in the middle of the park 
but the manager expects Flanagan to chal¬ 
lenge strongly for a starting place. 

“Reece is an excellent player and I have 
high hopes for him,” he said. “He has done 
really well and was one of the reasons I 
didn’t keep Nicky.” 

Featherstone played a key role in some 
of the Saddlers’ biggest results last term, 


including the 1-0 win over Wolves at Mo- 
lineux. 

But he found himself unable to break up 
the Mantom and Chambers partnership 
and was largely limited to appearances off 
the bench from New Year onwards. 

Smith added: “I said to Nicky that I saw 
the other two ahead of him. I think he is 
a fantastic player who never let us down, 
certainly when we played with three in the 
middle. 

“But I had to wonder whether he would 
be stunting Reece’s development by still 
being here? I think the answer in my head 


was yes. 

“It was a tough decision but I also think 
Nicky was getting frustrated at not playing. 
He wants to play and it was probably in his 
best interests as well as the clubs that he 
move on.” 

Smith also expects winger Kieron Morris 
and centre-back Matt Preston to be pushing 
for first-team places. 

The latter also enjoyed a successful loan 
spell at Barwell and Smith added: “Matt 
Preston is someone who also went out and 
grew in stature.” He went to Barwell and 
got man of the match every week.

DEAN Smith has hailed Walsall’s at¬ 
tractive “brand” and claimed it will 
help encourage players to join this 
summer. 

The Saddlers are celebrating good news off 
the pitch, after signing a new three-year shirt 
sponsorship deal with HomeServe. 

And Smith is confident of success on the pitch next 


season, as he looks to add 
more bite to a playing squad 
which was in the top half of 
League One for almost all of 
last term. 

While he operates with 
one of the division’s small¬ 
est playing budgets, Smith

Smith is facing something 
of a rebuild in the next few 
weeks as he hunts replace¬ 
ments for influential skip¬ 
per Andy Butler and last

Craig Westcarr. 

Butler turned down the 
offer of a new deal at the 
Banks’s and to date play¬ 
er-coach Dean Holden and 
Ben Purkiss are the only 
out-of-contract stars to have 
signed up for next term, 
with the manager still wait¬ 
ing for answers from James 
Chambers, Andy Taylor, 
Kieron Morris and Jake 
Heath while pursuing other 
targets. 

“It’s holiday season at 
the moment and everyone 
says about spinning plates,” 
added Smith. “The clubs 
like ours are spinning plates 
and a number of agents and 
players are spinning plates 
as well. 

“It seems to be that kind 
of situation at the moment. 
People are on holiday and 
you are trying to push them 
into making early decisions. 

“We have had a few tar¬ 
gets come up and visit us 
at the training ground and 
have liked what they have 
seen. Now it’s all about us 
negotiating the best deal.”
